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The request of information under 37 CFR 1 .105 has been VACATED upon 
further consideration. The instant specification provides information regarding the 
breeding history and the origin of the inbred corn line 1029010. The inbred corn line 
1029010 is deemed allowable. Therefore, the Office has determined that the claims 
drawn to F1 hybrid plants/seed derived from the inbred line 1029010 have adequate 
written description and are free of the prior art, since the F1 hybrid plants/seed contain 
the unique haploid genome of the inbred 1029010.

At claim 16, "yield enhancement," and "improved nutritional quality, " have been 
deleted. 
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At claim 19, "genetic locus" in parts (a) to (e), has been replaced with - 
conversion- in each occurrence. Also, "one additional generation" has been replaced 
with —three additional generations—. 

Claim 20 (Currently amended). The method of claim 19, wherein the conversion 
[genetic locus] was conferred by a transgene [stably inserted into a corn genome by 
genetic transformation]. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
deemed free of the prior art, given the failure of the prior art to teach or reasonably 
suggest a maize line with all of the genetic complement and morphological traits of 
1029010 as listed on Table 1 of the specification, and methods of its use in breeding. 
The prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest F1 hybrid of the inbred linel 029010.
